Plan Commision soys zones not in conflict

The County Planning Commission 
cited a ruling Wednesday that U- 
unlimited agricultural zones are not 
in conflict with residential zones. 
There is no conflict between general 
plan and zoning involving large 
properties 
in 
the 
Vandenberg 
Village area, they ruled. 


The 
decision, 
which 
means 
properties totaling more than 3,000 
acres, including large Union Oil Co. 
holdings, will now be subject to 
general plan amendment hearings in 


November. The decision did not 
meet with approval of the Fourth 
Supervisorial 
District 
Ad 
Hoc 
Committee. 


The commission noted that the 
existing 
general 
plan 
cites 
residential use for the properties, 
while 
the 
current 
zoning 
is 


unlim ited 
ag ricu ltu ra l. 
The 
district’s General Plan Advisory 
Committee 
had 
recommended 
rezoning 
for 
sin g le 
fam ily 
residential use, while the Ad Hoc 
Committee recommended 40-acre 
limited agricultural zoning for a 


large portion of the properties, a 
recommendation shared in part by 
the city of Lompoc. 


The 
ruling 
that 
U-unlimited 
agricultural districts, set up as a 
holding zone years ago by the county 
pending oermanent 7nninp 
is not 
incompatible with other general 
plan designations that had been 
made by the Board of Supervisors.

Committee to file suit to get tapes

- 
The 
Senate 
W atergate 
Com m ittee 
decided to file suit today in an 
attempt to force President Nixon to 
turn over tape recordings of his 
White 
House 
conversations 
on 
Watergate. 


The committee’s deputy chief 
counsel, Rufus L. Edmisten, said 
the suit, seeking a “declaratory 
judgment” that Nixon turn over the 
tapes, would be filed some time in 
the afternoon in U.S. District Court. 


Committee sources said the suit 
would follow the argument used by 
the special Watergate prosecutor, 
Archibald Cox, who has said in his 
suit that Nixon’s argument that the 
constitutional doctrine of separation 
of powers protects the tapes is not 
valid. 


Eight bodies 
found, more 
possible 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Jail trustees 
gouging through three lime-soaked 
graves Wednesday night unearthed 
the bodies of eight young men 
apparently 
the 
victim 
of 
a 
“perverted, sadistic clown” who 
sexually molested them and buried 
them in a boat shed during the last 
two years. 


Police said they expected to find 
more bodies in the muggy shed 
today. 


Elmer Wayne Henley, 17, led 
police to the scene Wednesday after 
he said he shot and killed Dean 
Corll, 33, at the man’s suburban 
Pasadena home to prevent him from 
sexually assaulting and killing him 
and 
two 
companions. 
Corll 
is 
suspected of the mass killings. 


Henley said the four had a party 
and sniffed acrylics out of a bag. 


“ He woke us up and was tying us 
up and handcuffing us,” Henley told 
reporters while sitting handcuffed in 
a patrol car near where the inmates 
were digging up the remains. "He 
said he was going to kill us all, but 
first he was going to have his fun.” 
‘i talked to him and told him I 
would do the killing if he would let 
me up and let me go.”

Obscenity lav/: its affect on the Valley

Does the new Supreme Court 
guidelines on obscenity mean you’ll 
miss the movie “ Deep Throat” in 
Lompoc, but you can catch it in San 
Francisco? 
Officials do not agree on the 
guideline's 
eventual 
effect 
in 
California. Attorney General Evelle 
J. Younger last month appointed an 
Advisory Committee on Obscenity 
and Pornography “to begin work 
drafting new legislation which will 
meet the guidelines established by 
the Supreme Court,” Phil Hanna 
reported in a Capital News Service 
story recently. 
Deputy District Attorney Haynes 
Jones, who handles prosecution of 
state obscenity law violations in the 
Lompoc area, says that until the 


new state laws are in effect his 
office will continue to operate under 
present state obscenity laws. He 
believes the state legislature will 
redefine “community,” possibly to 
ju risd ictio n a l 
d istr ic ts, 
and 
communities will control obscenity 
and pornography by their standards. 
And he added prosecutors will not 
be “ham strung” by a permissive 
definition 
of 
what 
is 
obscene 
through legislative action. 
“Until these new laws are drafted 
and approved experts say there’ll be 
few convictions for violation of the 
obscenity statues,” stated Hanna. 
The key points of the Supreme 
Court’s ruling on obscenity are: 
— Community standards can be 
used 
to 
control 
obscenity 
and 
pornography in the community. 
— A jury can serve as its own 
“expert 
witness” 
to 
determine 
these community standards. 


— A book, film, or magazine does 
not have to be “utterly without 
redeeming 
social 
importance” 
before it can be declared obscene. If 
a works “ portrays sexual conduct in 
a patently offensive way and which, 
taken as a whole, does not have 
serious 
literary, 
artistic 
or 
scientific value” can be obscene ( In 
essence, this means the Supreme 
Court changed the definition of what 
is obscene to a much less permissive 
meaning ) 
However, 
this 
week 
Deputy 
District Attorney Tom Sneddon in 
Santa Barbara told the Record that 
the new Supreme Court guidelines 
will not separately affect Lompoc or 
other communities and what laws 
that may be drafted in Younger’s 
committee 
will 
probably 
never 
become law, at least not for a very 
long time. He also criticized the 
national press for its coverage of the 


S up rem e 
C o u rt’s 
o b sc e n ity 
decisions 


“These (Supreme Court» opinions 
are not binding on the states.” he 
emphasized. “The major thrust of 
the opinions are advisory guidelines 
to the 50 states on what their limits 
are in this area if they go beyond 
this they violate the Constitution. “ 


The national press, said Sneddon, 
did 
not 
give 
com prehensive 
coverage on the meaning of the 
guidelines. 
According 
to 
Sneddon, 
the 
Supreme Court decisions had no 
effect 
on 
California, 
besides 
upholding two state statutes: 
One, It upheld 312.1 of the Penal 
Code 
which 
states 
that 
expert 
witnesses 
are 
not 
needed 
in 
obscenity and pornography court 
cases

Superior Court Judge Marion 
Smith, has deferred until Friday a 
decision in the Highway 1 bypass

Smith patiently waited out a siege 
of final appeals Dy opponents to the 
freeway development yesterday and 
then brushed off the thought that he 
had a decision in hand. 
“I don’t feel I can make a ruling 
off 
the 
top of 
my 
head 
I’m 
concerned about several aspects of 
the 
case,” 
he 
said 
and 
cited 
“adequacy of environmental impact 
studies and laiches." The latter 
term referred to the question of how 
diligent 
opponents 
had 
bi'cn 
in 
expressing tneir opposition 
Then he ordered all five attorneys 
in the case into his chambers after 
indicating he fully expected his 
decision to be appealed to a higher 
court. 
Thirty minutes later the attorneys 
filed back into the courtroom and 
Smith took the bench again. There 
was a grimness to the atmosphere 
The first impression that rippled 
through the small audience was that 
Smith had indicated a ruling in favor 
of the state, but he killed that idea 
moments later. 
He said his decision would be 
ready by Friday and noted that the 
low bidder on the construction of the 
5.4 mile, $9 million prmect could 
still meet his deadlines. That didn’t 
necessarily mean he was going to 
rule in favor of the construction, but 
he said that factor had pul the court 
under pressure. 
Then he declared almost as a 
reflection 
of 
his 
innermost 
thoughts: "I wish it (the legality of 
the bypass) had come up a coupie of 
years ago and we could have solved 
some of these things.” 
Later he said it would be “difficult 
to find a decision we can all be 
happy with, including the court.” 
That concluded the matter.

Skylab conducts 
resources survey 


Houston (U PI) — Skylab’s astronauts, in top spirits, 
today collected photographic data for earth’s researchers 
on storm clouds and the effects of strip mining on the 
environment. 
Alan L. Bean, Owen K. Garriott and Jack R. Lousma 
conducted an 11,000-mile earth resources survey from their 
vantage point 270 m iles above the surface. It w as the sixth 
of 26 planned data gathering sw eeps over the globe for the 
pilots’ two-month flight. 
“Ok, space fans,” said Lousma. “Our E R E P (earth 
resources) pass today brings us across the northern border 
of the U.S. and Montana. We go across Bismark, N.D., over 
M inneapolis, 
between 
M ilwaukee 
and 
Chicago, 
over 
Columbus, over Richmond. Va., and finally over Cherry 
Point, N .C .” 
Over Wisconsin the cam eras were aimed at a frontal 
weather system to give m eteorologists data for better 
forecasting, but haziness hampered the astronauts' view of 
oarth at tim es. 
Lousma kept a running banter during the entire 25-minute 
sweep, telling m ission control: “ This will be another 
classic p ass.” 
Garriott tried to break into Lousm a’s joking com m ents to 
give ground controllers technical information and Lousma 
told him: “ That a boy, Owen, speak right up. A1 tends to 
monopolize the conversation up here if you dicfn’t notice.” 
Over Ohio and Indiana, the battery of cam eras and heat- 
sensitive instruments collected information on how strip 
mining has changed the environm ent. Chesapeake Bay was 
photographed to study marine life changes.

LONDON (U PI) — West European governm ent sources 
said today the crises facing President Nixon and Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew may paralyze Am erican foreign 
policy. 
This, they said, could seriously harm Europe. 
The London newspaper Sun said today the situation was 
so bad that the United States faces tne possibility of a 
m ilitary coup. 


The newspaper story, which was not linked with the 
governm ent sources’ report of their fears, said the coup 
possibility was fueled by a political vacuum in Washington 
and the growing grip of the Pentagon on the nation's 
affairs.

license examiner at

“ It doesn't bother me." he says about 
this hazardous job “ I ’m confident I can 
handle any situation that may come up 
Mitchell — 58. unexcitable. easy to talk 
to, sympathetic, short sleeved, small, big 
cheeked, clean shaven 
recalls rnanv 
frightening situations that have occurred 
during his past 14 years ot testing drivers 
There was the time a woman put her car 
in the wrong gear and crashed through a 
cement block fence 
Once, as an examiner in San Fernando 
Valley, he told a driver to make a right 
turn. That was easy until, in the middle ol 
the turn, the steering wheel came off in the 
driver’s hands. 
“ People freeze the accelerator and you'll 
wind up on someone's lawn or up a tree It 
happens,’’ he said matter-of-factly. 
Mitchell 
attributes 
most 
of 
these 
unsettling 
experiences to the driver's 
nervousness. He estimates that half ol the 
20 people tested daily at the Lompoc DMV 
office suffer from various degrees ol 
tension 
So Mitchell does his best to instill 
confidence in his drivers. Sometimes a 
driver comes right out and admits he is 
nervous. 
Then Mitchell says there is 
nothing to be nervous about, everything 
will be OK, we are not here to trick you, 
etc. 
“ Usually if you talk to a person, he'll 
calm down,” he said 
Some nervous people, Mitchell observed, 
talk a lot. He lets them on the premise that 
talking releases tension. 


Mitchell remains as cool as possible, he 
knows a tense examiner makes a tense 
driver But at the same time. Mitchell, like 
all examiners, take certain precautions for 
sell preservation Before a driver starts on 
the two mile. 15-minute test, he checks to 
see where the keys are located <m ease he 
has to turn ott the ignition*, fastens the 
safety belt, locks the door, and has the 
driver check the brakes 
“ There is always a factor of nervousness 
that causes people to do things they won't 
normally do We have to be constantly 
alert 
he related 
Why 
are 
drivers 
so 
nervous 
and 
apprehensive" Mitchell believes they tear 
failing 
the test 
Unfortunately, 
many 
people 
don t 
realize 
the 
examiner's 
purpose, he said 
“ We are not here to remove drivers.” 
said Mitchell “ We are here to improve the 
quality ol drivers. ’ 


He teels that for someone to be an 
effective examiner he must like people, 
understand them, and want to help them A 
driver license is very important to people, 
he knows 
“ Sometimes it is their only means ot 
getting around to see their friends and do 
shopping 
Compared to other DMV offices in 
California, the Lompoc branch carries a 
very low failure rate: Five per cent 
Mitchell explained this is so lor three 
reasons. 


One is the local sate traffic conditions In 
the Los Angeles area, where the failure 
rate is 25 percent, “ drivers sometimes 
leave the office and drive right onto a busy 
freeway.” 
A second reason is the type of drivers 
tested In Lompoc most beginning drivers

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Committee okays 
health care bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPIi — An Assembly-passed package 
to upgrade health care for elderly Medi-Cal patients and 
give nursing homes a $40 million rate increase has 
advanced in the Senate. 
The Health and Welfare Committee Wednesday approved 
the three bills carried by Assemblyman Leo McCarthy, D- 
San Francisco on a series of 7-0 votes and forwarded them 
to the Finance Committee. The Reagan administration 
opposed two of the bills. 
The package was developed by the special Joint 
Committee on Aging which held hearings earlier into 
charges that agea Medi-Cal recipients failed to receive 
proper care at some nursing homes. 
The lone bill (AB1601) supported by the administration 
was designed to prohibit kickbacks from nursing homes to 
persons or agencies who refer patients to them. 
Under the biggest measure, (AB1602). nursing homes 
reimbursed by Medi-Cal would be allowed to increase their 
rates from $16.97 a day per patient to $18.01 - f o r an overal 
first-year increase of about $40 million in state and federal 
funds. 


Longest jury trial in history finally over 


Child care programs 


SACRAMENTO (UPII — A key Assembly committee has 
unanimously approved a $32 million bill to continue child 
care programs in California if threatened federal cutbacks 
are made in November. 
The bill (AB1244) by Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, D- 
Van Nuys, won the approval of the Ways and Means 
Committee Wednesday on a 19-0 vote and weht to the floor. 
The action followed a brief demonstration by San Jose 
Parents for Child Care, a group of five young parents and 
two small children carrying toys, stuffed animals and 
raggedyann dolls. 
But the demonstrators were cut off by committee 
chairman Willie L. Brown Jr., D-San Francisco, who told 
them they were “demonstrating with the wrong people." 
He said his committee would provide “ 100 per cent funding 
for every form of early childhood education." 


LOS A N GELES I UPI» — E sth e r Simonoff. a retired 
bookkeeper in her mid 50s. had never served on a jury in her 
life but her first tim e out was a dillv 
apparently the 
longest jury trial in the history of A m erican jurisprudence. 
Mrs. Simonoff was one of 14 jurors who sat for one year 
and two weeks hearing a negligence suit against Lockheed 
Shipbuilding & Construction Co. and three of its em ployes in 
a 1972 tunnel explosion that took the lives of 17 men. 
“ I had never even been in a courtroom before, 
said Mrs. 
Simonoff. “ But 1 was among the first panel ol 12 and I've 
been here ever since July 24 of last year 
“ It was a trem endous experience, very enlightening. But 
would I like to do it ag ain’’ No! No! No! 


The last five w eeks Mrs. Simonoff, who says she hopes 
her husband and 30-year-old daughter can get accustom ed 
to having her hom e again, was locked up nightly with the 
other juro rs on the ocean liner Queen Mary, now a lloating 
hotel at Long Beach. 


“ We knew we were setting a record, 
says Mrs. 
Simonoff. “ The longest previous jury trial had been the 
Charles Manson case which went on lor eight and a halt 
months. We talked about it often and the fact they (the 
Manson ju ro rs i w ere sequestered alm ost the entire time. 
Lockheed and two em ployes— project m anag er Loren 
Savage and safety engineer Otha G. R ee—w ere convicted 
by the jury 13 davs ago on 54 counts. Lockheed and Savage 
were found guilty of gross negligence in the m iners' deaths. 


and violations ol industrial safety laws, all m isdem eanors 
counts they considered in the complex and technical case. 
But the jury was st111 _deadlocked th e n ^o ^ J6 ^c h a ig o s

Is Rozelle usurping authority? 
The Big Brothers of sports

NEW YORK — (N’EA) — Have we not had enough of high 
officials acting above the law0 


How can National Football League commissioner Pete 
Rozelle. for example, sitting comfortably behind his desk in 
the tall building on Park Avenue, decide that a man can no 
longer earn his living in his profession0 


Rozelle has recently suspended Lance Rentzel of the Los 
Angeles Rams for "conduct detrimental to football.' Or. as 
Dick Young wrote in his column in the New York News, 
"conduct detrimental to the public image of football." Same 
thing 


It is not good enough for Rentzel and Ed Garvey, execu­ 
tive director of the National Football League Players' Asso­ 
ciation. They are filing an antitrust suit in federal court in 
Los Angeles in an attempt to overturn the suspension. 


Rentzel. understandably, gets little sympathy from the 
man on the street Not only has he been convicted twice 
on morals charges but most recently he was convicted of 
possession of marijuana The case is on appeal. 


Meanwhile. Rentzel is not in the pokey, is healthy enough 
— physically — to continue in his occupation Our courts of 
law have not yet seen fit to keep Rentzel off the streets, so 
why should a private citizen like Pete Rozelle? 


Regardless of our feelings about Rentzel. of whether he 
should be strapped to a psychiatrist s couch, or locked in a 


stock, or hung by his thumbs, we should ponder over Garv­ 
ey s remark: 
we believe the player should have had the 
due process of law We would like to know where the com­ 
missioner gets the power to expel a player from the league 
and terminate his career ' 


Rozelle gets the power from Judge Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis, first commissioner of baseball, and the white-haired, 
strong-willed, sour-faced fellow who. along with Babe Ruth, 
is credited with restoring public confidence to baseball after 
the near-disastrous Black Sox scandal of 1919 


Landis image is one of stern and unvarnished judicial rec­ 
titude. Yet he banned nine players tor life, seven of whom 
were acquitted in court The two others were not even in­ 
dicted 


Landis became both judge and jury strange, one would 
believe, from a man supposedly cut from the cloth of pris­ 
tine law. But Landis was not your run-of-the-mill legal bea­ 
gle. He did not. for example, consider it unethical or a con­ 
flict of interest while he was a federal judge and an antitrust 
suit against organized baseball was pending before him, to 
accept the new job of commissioner of baseball. 


Some thought it an undisguised bribe by baseball In 1921, 
the American Bar Association passed a resolution of "un­ 
qualified condemnation 
of Landis, saying his action was 
"derogatory to the dignity of the bench."

Whatever Landis did in those days, though, was justified in 
the interests of regaining integrity for “ the national gam e.” 


^ Such unchallenged and arbitrary rule has been sought by 
commissioners in other sports. And they often have used it 
— when it did not pertain to THEIR employers, the owners. 
(Even Judge Landis lauded instead of castigated Charles 
Comiskey. owner of the Black-White Sox, when he admitted 
to as much 
"guilty knowledge" of the World Series fix as 
some of the players Landis blackballed for life.) 


One of the most notorious recent cases of arbitrary deci­ 
sion-making by a commissioner was in the case of Connie 
Hawkins, the basketball player who for years was barred 
from the National Basketball Association for a crim e he de­ 
nied doing and for which he was never convicted. Commis­ 
sioner Walter Kennedy admitted that he took only hearsay 
evidence and never looked into the case. Hawkins, a poor, 
semi-literate black, was finally allowed to play in the NBA 
when his case against the league was settled out of court. 


The double standard is evident here. When the owners of 
the Kansas City-Omaha Royals of the NBA were convicted in 
1972 by a federal court for conspiracy to conceal ownership 
in a Las Vegas gambling casino, Walter Kennedy said he’d 
wait to take an action until after the decision of the Appeals 
Court. This may have been the correct legal move but it was 
hardly consistent with his early Hawkins decision. 


Baseball commissioner Bowie Kuhn will suspend a Denny 
McLain under the charge of being a bookmaker — it never 
went to court — while we still wonder what he is going to do 
with C. Arnholt Smith, on the board of directors of the San

Governor faces

At the core of Sheriff 
Carpenter’s innovative plan 
is the realization, he says, 
that 
rehabilitation 
of 
prisoners is needed by the 
county level first of all. 
By * the time a person 
reaches the state prison 
level, he or she has been in 
and out of city and county 
jails for years any by then 
“ h a s 
b e e n 
t o t a l l y 
indoctrinated 
with 
the 
criminal justice system,” 
according to Carpenter. 
C a rp e n te r 
feels 
the 
state’s system of “ getting a 
reading' 
on 
prisoners 
through 
diagnostic 
and 
evaluation tests can readily 
be employed in screening 
county jail prisoners. While 
a 
valid 
and 
workable 
system, the state’s program 
seems to come too late to do 
the job it is fashioned to do. 
By 
having 
prisoners 
classifed 
by 
an 
expert, 
Carpenter said the job of 
placement of them would 
then 
be 
possible. 
The 
tossing together of all types 
of prisoners — including 
hardened 
convicts 
with 
first-time 
offenders,

makes rehabilitation on the 
county level a frustrating 
and impossible experience.

Jane 
(Mrs. 
Richard) 
Henning, 
weaving demonstrator there, won 
first prizeat the 1973 Santa Barbara 
Co. Fair for a blanket woven at the 
mission. All of the wool was taken 
from sheep raised there. It was 
prepared exactly as the Chumash 
Indians prepared wool in the early 
1800’s. 
Once a year the Mission sheep are 
shorn and and their f leece stored for 
use as needed 
The fist step in 
preparation 
of 
the 
fleece 
for 
weaving is washing After washing 
the wool by hand. Mrs. Henning 
hand-cards it Carding, the process 
of disentangling the wool strands 
with a small brush, allows her to 
then spin the wool into yarn The 
newly spun yarn is hung on a rack to 
dry for a week Then it is ready for 
use in weaving. 
The loom used to make Mrs. 
Henning's prize-winning blanket is 
the four poster two harness type 
that 
was 
used 
by 
the 
Mission 


Indians. 
It can be seen in the 
weaving 
room 
at 
La 
Purisima 
where Mrs. Henning demonstrates 
this original weaving as well as 
carding, 
spinning 
and 
drying 


techniques. A tremendous amount 
of work is involved in making just 
one blanket. In fact, in the 1800 s it 
took 15 women and girls to supply a 
weaver with enough yarn to allow 
continuous weaving. 


Mrs. Henning’s blanket contains 
varied 
shades of 
black, 
brown, 
beige, grey and white. These are all 
the natural colors of the sheep's 
wool and were skillfully blended into 
a striped design typical of the La 
Purisima Indian blankets.

Jail reform 


Sheriff John Carpenter and the Santa 
Barbara County Board of Supervisors 
deserve commendation for taking the first 
steps in principle toward a realistic 
program for rehabilitation of County jail 
prisoners. 
Growing emphasis has been placed for 
the past several years on rehabilitation 
programs in the State and Federal prisons 
but very little thought has been given to 
prison reform at a County level. 
Sheriff Carpenter has devised a program 
that we feel will go a long ways toward 
curbing second offenses, especially for 
young people whose offenses were non­ 
violent in the first place and who are not 
yet hardened into a criminal pattern. 
Sheriff Carpenter’s program is approved

by the U.S. Bureau of Prisons and is based 
on existing state programs. It calls for the 
evaluation of newly sentenced prisoners; 
work 
furlough 
and 
honor 
farm 
opportunities; vocational training; school 
furloughs; 
narcotic 
detoxification and 
sentence modification. 
Sheriff Carpenter has pointed out that no 
rehabilitation program can work miracles 
with the hardened and twisted criminal 
mind. But for those jail inmates who are 
relatively normal persons, we believe they 
deserve that outside chance. 
The supervisors will soon be receiving 
reports on the costs of the program and 
funding sources in order to continue this 
gradual involvement in a program that we 
feel will bring results.

Johnson. 
"Somehow or other,” Roche had 
written, "we used to get advance 
texts of Senator Goldwater’s key 
speeches. The consequence of this 
was that before Goldwater had even 
opened his mouth, we had five 
speakers primed to reply. Maybe he 
sent them over as a courtesy, but all 
I know is that when I innocently 
inquired how we got them, the reply 
was ‘don’t ask.’ ”

Nixon reruns 


We’ve been reading a review copy 
of Theodore H. White’s The Making 
of the President 1972 and have come 
across a passage that conjures up 
delicious 
possibilities 
for 
the 
historians, 
not 
to 
mention the 
gossipmongers, now that we know 
President Nixon was wired for 
sound from early 1971 until this July. 
Says White: "He (Nixon) had a 
reflex fear of being quoted — 
particularly since in private his 
language was hard, stubborn, blunt 
... Sometimes (his) tidiness of mind 
expressed itself in an outburst of 
temper — as when an orderly child, 
building a pile of blocks, flares at 
someone who tumbles them. The 
outburst of temper could sound like 
a snarl, as when his nomination of 
G. 
Harrold 
Carswell 
for 
the 
Supreme Court was rejected by the 
Senate... The full nature of the 
Nixon mind was probably known 
only to three people, the three who 
saw him on a daily basis — 
K issin g er, 
E h rlich m an 
and 
Haldeman. With such people, the 
President had no need to conceal the 
clear tenacity of his thinking. 
With 
K issin g er 
alone 
the 
President could talk of the China 
problem in term s of Russia...With 
Ehrlichman, he could sit down to 
talk about the problems of the city 
and then cut through the guff and 
say, ‘All right, now we’re talking 
about the Negro problem.’ But it 
was 
with 
Haldeman that 
the 
President 
was 
most at 
ease, 
Haldeman who could most easily 
put 
away 
his 
own pride 
of 
personality 
and 
become 
the 
P re s id e n ts 
in stru m e n t, 
the 
guardian of his broodings and his 
privacy.” 
The passage got us to thinking. 
How does one buy into a piece of the 
Richard M. Nixon Library? With the 
presidential tapes we now know 
exist to preserve such conversations 
"for posterity.” the RMN Library 
should 
outdo 
D isneyland 
as 
Southern California’s most bizarre 
attraction. 
As 
White 
suggests, 
Nixon on Carswell, Nixon on China 
in term s of Russia, Nixon on “ the 
Negro problem,” 
Nixon feeding 
instructions 
into 
Haldeman 
the 
robot — all with the bark off — 
should make fascinating listening. 
And how about Nixon on Wally 
Hickel? On William Calley? On 
Martha Mitchell? On the comings 
and goings of John Connally? On 
keeping Spiro on the ticket or 
dumping him? Or those presidential 
instructions 
to 
Agnew 
before 
sending 
him 
forth 
to 
commit 
oratorical mayhem? And let’s not 
forget what Nixon said to Haldeman 
a b o u t 
E h r l i c h m a n 
w h en 
Ehrlichman was not in the room, 
and what he said to Ehrlichman 
about Haldeman when Haldeman 
was not in the room, and what he 
said to Bebe about both of them if 
indeed he ever said anything to 
Bebe. We’re told as part of the 
folklore that he likes Bebe around 
because he doesn’t have to talk to 
him. Maybe the tapes can confirm 
that too. 
Anyway, we ought to be satisfied 
with the tapes, and we’ll probably 
have a tough enough time getting 
even the non-Watergate stuff into 
the public domain. At the John F. 
Kennedy Library, scores or maybe 
hundreds of interviews were taped 
with notables in JFK ’s life, and only 
a small portion have been made 
public. The Kennedy Library has a 
screening committee headed by 
Burke 
M arshall, 
the 
form er 
assistant attorney general under 
Kennedy, that listens to the tapes 
and decides which can be made 
public and when. The committee is 
the overseer on m atters not only of 
national security but also of taste. 
Presumably the RMN Library will 
have 
a 
s i m i l a r 
sc ree ni ng 
committee. Who would make a good 


chairman? 
If 
an 
old 
Justice 
Department hand is required, how 
about John Mitchell? No? Then 
Robert Mardan? Dick Kleindienst? 
John Dean? 


It’s a dilema. But we’re sure the 
Nixon masters of public relations 
will work something out. How about 
installing in the RMN Library one of 
those animated Presidents like they 
have in Disney World? Instead of 
having a lifelike, gesturing Abe 
Lincoln delivering the Gettysburg 


Address, 
the 
feature 
attraction 
could be Dick Nixon walking around 
(out of sync, of course) mouthing a 
selected number of his Oval Office 
tapes. One could be billed. "The 
President Talks to John Dean.” 
Anoterh could be "The President 
Meets the Plumbers.” Or, if the 
mechanical Nixon breaks down, 
they could put on "The President 
Doesn’t Talk to Bebe Rebozo.” With 
a little imagination at J. Walter 
Thompson, it may yet be possible to 
make a silk purse out of all this.

The freeway trial in superior 
court had a lot of drama. Much of it 
would 
have seemed 
under 
the 
surface to a disinterested observer, 
but it was there nevertheless. 
There were also some sidelights 
that you might find in any legal 
confrontation. 
An example of the latter was a 
remark made to this reporter by 
attorney Norval Fairm an during a 
coffee break. Fairm an was co­ 
counsel for the state in the effort to 
clear away legal obstacles to the 
Highway 1 bypass. In a reference 
Tuesday 
to 
the 
vigorous 
final 
argument being presented by John 
Gherini who opposed the freeway, 
F a i r m a n 
said 
“ t h a t ’s 
the 
enthusiasm of youth.’’ 
The trial is only 
young 
G herini’s 
second 
since 
he 
passed the bar and 
joined 
his 
father 
Pier Gherini’s law 
firm. Pier has made 
a point of telling 
listeners 
that his 
son has done 70 per 
cent of the work 
that went into their 
11 day legal effort. 
Court audiences have marveled at 
the versatility of young Gherini, at 
the sharpness of his arguments and 
at 
the 
great 
preparation 
that 
obviously went into the effort. 
Bruce Sharpe who joined the 
Gherinis in the attack on the state’s 
position, also turned in a typically 
weighty legal effort. I mention all 
this because one freeway opponent 
was 
so 
overwrought 
after 
the 
windup of final arguments Tuesday 
that she cried for an hour. Feeling 
was running that high. 
In the exchanges that took place in 
the 
courtroom, 
Superior 
Judge 
Marion A. Smith proved warmly 
human 
at 
times, 
incisive 
and 
perceptive at other times, gently 
chiding at times to call attention to 
something irrevelant, and always 
the 
guy 
in 
charge 
of 
the 
proceedings. 
Some of these various sides of the 
ju rist 
came 
forth 
when 
he 
questioned 
a 
freeway 
opponent 
about his kids, his home and the 
hopes he had for the future. Some of 
it showed in the friendly smile that 
crossed his face at moments when 
John Gherini was making a point; 
and at other times he showed a 
moment by moment concern for his 
court reporter, who had to work long 
hours.
